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Trustees weigh pros, cons 
of deanships vs. chairmen

Action on the controversial 
reorganization of Hartnell’s middle 
management is expected on May 1, 
according to Hartnell superintendent- 
president Dr. Gibb R. Madsen. 

The move had been explained by 
the administration as a direct 
response to the advent of collective 
bargaining at Hartnell. Other voices 
on campus denounce the 
reorganization as nothing more than 


an outright power grab by the 
administration. 

Is the coming of faculty unions the, 
“worst thing to happen to 
education?” Or, has the 


administration mearly seized upon 
collective bargaining as a chance to 
consolidate its grasp on the reins of 
power at Hartnell? 

What is happening at Hartnell is by 
no means. unique. Teachers 
throughout California have begun 
forming their own unions in recent 
years. In the face of economic 
pressures faculties have felt the need 
for representation. 

On April 17 Hartnell’s faculty 
received word that its bargaining unit 
had been certified under the 
California Teachers Association. 

The administration has said that 
the reorganization is a direct 
response to the formation of that 
bargaining unit. The 
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Activist club members will stage anti-draft rally

present department chairperson 
system for one of associate 
deanships. 

Department chairs are presently 
free to form their own bargaining 
unit. The administration move would 
put the proposed associate deans 
squarely in the administration camp. 

Many instructors have charged that 
this move is intended soley to 
strengthen the administrations 
bargaining position, an accusation 
the administration has not denied. 

According to Dean of Instruction 
Larry Elder, “reorganization has been 
forced upon us by collective 
bargaining.” 

At the April 17 meeting the Board 
heard a chorus of frustration from 
faculty representatives in opposition 
to the shakeup. Instructor Buzz Holt 
decried the proposal as a death knell 
for open communication between 
faculty and administration. 

“We need advocates,” said Holt, 
“the existing system allows for 
(faculty). advocacy on. educational 
matters. To simply junk the system 
would be a grave mistake.”’ 

Other teachers objected to the cost 
of the new alignment, saying it would 
create more bureaucracy, not less 
Faculty spokesmen also voiced 
dismay that the administration would

think collective bargaining is the 
worst thing to happen to education. 
We have it and we have to live with 
it..it is Most frustrating.” 

Opponents to the reorganization 
reject the argument that collective 
bargaining need stifle 
communication about moves such as 
this one. They maintain that the 
educational quality at Hartnell 
should come first and that rapport is 
essencial. 

The meeting of May. 1, could 
render many of these questions mute, 
but, as faculty leaders point out, the 
questions, and the underlying 
problems, will remain. 
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Editorial: Who will 
speak for students? 


The governing board is probably going to 
approve an administrative proposal to ‘reorganize’ 
the management staff. The present system of 
department chairpersons would be replaced by one 
of associate deans. 

The board received the proposal without 
comment, saying that anything they say will be 

‘ cleared by counsel. They refuse to discuss the 
matter with faculty because, like other matters, it 
is.‘‘negotiable” under the collective bargaining bill. 

The faculty “team” has been officially 
recognized. Their “team’: is opposed to this 
reorganization because they say that they need 
advocates on educational matters. 

Nothing has been said about how this proposal 
will affect the students. Who will speak for us? _ 

It is apparent that collective bargaining is here to 
stay. It is obvious that student government officers 
are no match for cunning negotiators.

Trask made a 38-year-old Hartnell 
record obsolete as he. broke Hal 
Davis’ 9.4 second mark in the 100- 
meter dash with a 10.2. time, The 
time is equivalent to a 9.3 finish in the 


100-yard dash. 
Trask leads all other Community 
College. athletes with his record- 


breaking mark, just .25 of a second 
off a world record. 

The Hartnell trackster also 
dominated the 200-meter dash, 
establishing a personal best with a 
21.2 clocking, also a top finish. In 
addition, the Panther runner sprinted 
on a leg of the victorious 400-meter 
relay team, which clocked a 42.18 
mark. Rod Blakeney, Claude Grady 
and Mike Foletta contributed to the 
win.

Fleet-footed Trask smashes 
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oldest Hartnell record

Hal Davis, a student at Hartnell in 
1940, used to be “the world’s fastest 
human.” The 6’1” sprinter set the long 
standing 9.4 record- in the 100-yard 
dash at Hartnell. 

Today there is someone who has 
the talent to break Davis’ 38 year old 
record--Hartnell student Phil Trask. 

At the Merced Invitational, Trask 
put on a performance that gained him 
the position of the fastest sprinter in 
the nation among Community 
College athletes. Trask is only .25 of a 
second off the current world record, 
set by Jim Hines in October 1968 
Olympics in Mexico City. 

Trask’s 10.2 clocking in the 100 
meters is equal to a 9.3 in the 
hundred-yard dash. Compared to the 
9.0 world record set by Houston 


“McTear on May 9, 1975, Trask is only 


a scant .3 of a second behind the 
record. 

The 200 meters is another of 
Trask’s strong points. In Merced, he 
won the 200 meters in a personal best 
of 21.2. The world record is 19.8 
seconds, held by Donald Quarrie of 
Jamaica. 

In June of 1978, Clancy Edwards 
won the Amateur Athletic 
Association Outdoor Track and Field 
Championships 100 meter event in 
10.14. Trask is .06 seconds off that 
mark. Edwards won the 200 meter 
race at the National Collegiate 
Athletic’ Association in June of 1978 
with a time of 20.16. Trask is, only 
1.04 seconds off the 200 meter time. 

lf this were the 1960 Olympics, 
Trask. would have won a gold medal 
in the 100-meters with his 10.2 time 
set in Merced.

Huff braves elements in marathon

On a “cold, raw, rainy day,” 
Hartnell Biology teacher Harold Huff 
pitted himself against 7,840 of the 


world’s best marathoners to capture , 


424th place in the Boston Marathon 
with a time of 2 hours and 34 minutes. 

Hartnell student and reporter for 
the Salinas Californian Don Dugdale 
also competed in the grueling 26 mile 
spectacle and finished in 607th place. 


Both men are members of 
Hartnell’s track team and qualified 
for the marathon in Boston by 
clocking a certified marathon in less 
than three hours. 

Huff began running just one year 
ago, but thoughts of running in the 


world’s oldest marathon didn’t enter 
his mind until Christmas. But when he 
realized he had the potential, he put 
more energy into what he calls a 
“healthful hobby.” 

His intense training for Boston 
began 10 weeks prior to the race, 
averaging 100 miles a week. He 
commented that his diet during 
training was basically balanced 
meals. The week before the event, he 
began loading up with carbohydrates 
to be stored between muscles until 
put to use during the race. 

When asked ‘how it feels to run a 
marathon, he replied, “It’s brutal, it 
honestly is. You reach a type of 
ehaustion | can’t explain to people.” 
Huff added with a grin that showed 


he was more than satisfied with his 
accomplishments, “‘‘It’s one thing to 
run 26 miles, it’s another thing to race 
26 miles.” 

One of the reasons Huff. decided to 
go to Boston was “to say that, | 
competed against the world’s best. It 
was. the fastest marathon ever.” 

Crowds the marathon attracts are 
tremendous. “There are thousands of 
people shouting at you,” Huff said. 

Huff’s next long race will be the 
Bay to Breakers in San Francisco. 
He'll train six weeks for the run. 

This summer he plans to go back to 
school in Indiana, and try and stay in 
top form for his next big race in the 


fall.

Dr. Karen Larsen will be teaching 
English next year -- not at Hartnell, 
but at Liberty Baptist College in 
Lynchburg, Va.

“This is only my second job,” she 
said. “Hartnell is the only place I’ve 
ever worked.” 

Dr. Larsen indicated that she was 
not leaving’as a result of the faculty- 
administration conflict here. 

“The main reason is, that when | 
came to Hartnell | was not a 
Christian,” she said. “I! was right 
straight off campus. | was a real 
radical.” 

Dr. Larsen, who received her 
Masters and Ph.D. at the University of 
California at Santa Cruz, forsees a 
dismal future for public education. 

“Public.education, to me, seems to 
be on the downhill slide,” she said. 
“Private education is the answer.” 

She said that, while the passage of 
proposition 13 has hurt education, ‘‘it 
like the erosion of ‘public 
education has been going on for the 
last 50 years.” 

Although Dr. Larsen says that she 
hasn’t enjoyed teaching as much 
during the last few years as when she 
started, she is enthusiastic at the 
prospect of teaching in Virginia.
